NASHVUIIIB, Tena, 
Oct. 
17.—The 
streets of the city are crowded as they 
never were before since the days of 
*'Pap" Thomas' occupancy. Mammoth 
pictures, in every grade of artistic ex- 
cellence, span the thoroughfares, or 
cover the fronts of the prominent build- 
ings and banners nominating the guest 
of the day for a second term are as thick 
as blackberries. The president, and all 
his party at Bellemeade, were early 
astir this morning. 
After leisurely 
breakfasting they made their way to the 
railroad station. 
A run of twenty 
minutes brought the train 
to the 
fair grounds in the outskirts of the city, 
where the governor and his guard, 
mouted and brilliantly uniformed, with 
a corps of marshals, were in attendance. 
The guests were placed in carriages and 
driven to the club house of the associa- 
tion, at the fair grounds, where members 
of the committees, and others connected 
with the reception ceremonies, were pre- 
sented to the president. 


At a quarter to nine the procession 
formed and marched to the city. 
The 
principal streets were traversed and the 
populace of all grades and conditions 
were out upon the sidewalks. When the 
Maxwell house was reached, Mrs. Cleve- 
land and her escort alighted and entered 
the hotel, in whose spacious and beauti- 
fully adorned parlors, she held a recep- 
tion to the ladies of Nashville. 


The president and the procession 
made its way to the capitol where upon 
a stand erected for the purpose the nec- 
essary formalities took place. 
Gov. 
emor Taylor's speech was a brief but 
eloquent expression of the hospitality of 
this section, and that of Hon. A. S, 
Colyar, editor of the Nashville 
Ameri- 
can, 
embodied an eloquent tribute to 
the character of the president. 


The president's speech was an elo- 
quent tribute to the prosperity of Nash- 
ville. At 12 o'clock the train pulled out

Drake, one of the robbers, was 
caught and confessed that Dan Cunning- 
ham, a member of the Eureka detectives 
of this city, was the instigator of the af- 
fair and the balance of the gang carried 
out the scheme.

Last Friday was the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the organization of the SL 
Paul's Lutheran church in this city« 
mention of which has heretofore been 
made inTHsSsNmnsii. It was organized 
in a room in the old court house, a frame 
structure, on Saturday, Oct. 14th, 1837. 
Henry Budisill was the prime mover in 
the matter, he having been the first Ger- 
man and Lutheran to arrive in what was 
then a village of about 150 population, 
composed principally of French and 
Indians. 


The first pastor of the church was Bev. 
Hoover, who came here from Virginia. 
As first organized the congregation 
contained about twenty-three families 
and sixty-five members. 
Bev. Hoover 
died in 1839, at the age of twenoy-eight. 
He was succeeded by Bev. F. Ó. Wyn- 
eken, father of the present deputy 
trustee of Wayne township, Ferdinand 
Wyneken. He was pastor for a number 
of years, but resigned to accept a charge 
at Baltimore, Md., when tne Bev. Dr. 
Sihler was chosen in July, 1845, who 
was the leader of the congregation for 
nearly forty years, and saw the church 
grow from infancy to its present large 
proportions. It remained as one congre- 
gation until 1568, when Emanuel's 
church, on West Jefferson, was erected. 
Fourteen years later the churches were 
again too small and the Zion church, on 
Creighton avenue, was erected and 
dedicated. 


Memorial services were held yesterday 
morning in St. Paul's church by Bev, 
Sauer. In the afternoon services were 
held on the college grounds by Ber. 
Juengel, and in the evening special ser- 
vices for school children took place in 
St. Paul's church, which was handsome- 
ly decorated with fiowers, evergreens, 
etc. The Euphonia double quartet ren- 
dered several fine selections in the even- 
ing. 


There are but nine members of the 
congregation, as originally organized, 
living to-day, Mrs. Budisill, Mrs. Wefel, 
Conrad Trier and Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Beckman, being among the number. 


At the services last evening a pam- 
phlet, neatly printed in German, and 
j^epared by Bev. Sauer, giving a his- 
tory of the church, was ^stributed to 
all in attendance.

kidnap and devour 
children, bewitch the cattle, and lead 
men to lose their way in the forest. 
They can assume any size, from the 
most diminutive to the most gigantic; 
nor is any form of bird or beast an im- 
possible impersonation of them. 
The 
Skongman, the forest spirit of Sweden, 
is like a man, but tall as the highest 
tree; he decoys men into the* wood, 
and, when they have hopelessly lost 
their way and begin to weep for fear, 
leaves them with mocking laughter. 
The conception is well-nigh identical 
with that foilnd among the natives of 
the forest of Brazil, showing with what 
uniformity similar conditions produce 
similar effects on the human mind. But 
the Russian spirits Ljeschi (from a 
Polish word for wood) are even more 
significant; for not only are the usual 
diabolical attributes assigned to tliem, 
such as the leading of men astray, or 
the sending to them of sickness, but 
ftlso the conventional diabolical feat- 
ures. Their bodies are after the hu- 
man pattern, but they have the ears 
and horns of goats, their feet are clove« 
and their fiikgers end in claws. The 
Bussian wood spirit is in fact the devil 
of mediaeval imagination and nothing 
else—a feat which strongly supports 
the inference that it is from the wood 
and from the wind rustling over the 
tree tops that the idea of the super- 
natural agency of devils first took pos- 
session of the imagination of mankind. 


It is in no way inconsistent withjthd 
theory that besides devils of the forest 
there are those of the air and water. 
The conception is one which would 
have met with no barrier to the exten- 
sion of its dominions, and the devil of 
the tree or forest would from the first 
be closely associated with, if at all dis- 
tinguished from, the spirit that moved 
in the trees, and was powerful enough 
to overturn them. 
In this way the 
wild spirits of the woods would pass 
insensibly into those spirits of the air 
which our ancestors identified with the 
¿Wild Htmtsman, and which English 
peasants still often hear when they 
listen to the passage of the Seven 
Vib3Btlen.—Gentleman'8 
Maaazine.

FELL UTTO A CISTEBN. 


A Little Child of Wm. Lyons Has a Far- 
row Escape. 


Yesterday afternoon, the two-year-old 
child of Wm. Lyons, the Pittsburg engi- 
neer, who was injured in the wreck at 
Forert, Ohio., a few weeks ago, fell into 
the cistern and had a narrow escape 
from drowning. 
The parents live on 
Chicago street and in the afternoon they 
missed the child, and, attracted by its 
cries, found that it had in some manner 
fallen into the cistern. 


A large number of neigh bora soon col- 
lected and in a few moments the little 
one was rescued from its watery prison. 
It was unconscious when taken out, but 
the application of restoratives soon re- 
lieved the child, and no serious re- 
sults followed. 


"The sweetest thing that ever grew 
beside a human door" was little May, 
until she took to having headaches—for 
a time she lost her beauty, but one 
bright day her papa brought a bottle of 
Salvation Oil, and lo! she is as sweet 
and pretty as ever.

THE process of the welding invented 
by Mr. De Benardoz, of Eussia, is now 
applied industrially by the Society for 
the Electrical Working of Metals. The 
pieoes to be welded are placed upon a 
cast-iron plate supported by an in- 
sulated table and connected with a neg- 
ative pole of a source of electricity. 
The positive pole communicates with 
an electric carbon inserted in an in- 
sulating handle. 
On drawing the point 
of the carbon along the edges of the 
metal to be welded the operator closes 
the circuit. 
He has then merely to 
raise the point slightly to produce 
voltaic arc whose high temperature 
melts the two pieces of metal and 
causes them to unite. 


THE California Pioneer Society has 
a section of timber taken from the side 
of the Powhatan, including a portion 
of the skin, which is four inches thick, 
and a piece of the abutting knee, which 
is nine inches thick. 
Transversely 
through the whole a swordfish has 
dashed bis sword, and the portion 
broken off is still left imbedded in the 
timber. 
The sword pierced through 
fourteen inches of solid oak, and the 
fish was going in the same direction as 
the vessel, which was under a good 
head of steam. An idea of the strength 
which must have been exerted can be 
obtained from the fact that a rifled sis- 
pounder could not have done more 
than pierce that thickness of wood.

So far from being narrow the man 
of genius must, one should say, be 
broad in the range of his conception, 
if not in that of his execution. 
There 
is a sense, indeed, in which every artist 
would be the gainer by becoming uni- 
versal. 
Thus the poet and the painter 
may each profit from a full and exact 
study of the facts of natural sciences. 
But then the artistic benefit depends 
on the subject being studied not as a 
savant would study it, merely for the 
sake of precise knowledge, but for the 
sake of the poetical aspects, relations, 
and suggestions which the facts pre- 
sent. 
So true is this that one is hardly 
going too far in laying it down as a 
canon that a painter ought not to be a 
good reasoner on the causes of natural 
phenomena, and that a painter ought 
not to be an authority in the realm, 
say, of purely historical or ethical dis- 
cussion. 


The lives of great men often shown 
us a strange and perverse inclination to 
break through the bounds of their 
proper domain. More than one man of 
undoubled genius has, it is averred, ex- 
pressed regret that he had not attained 
distinction in some other line than his 
own. Wolfe, when actually engaged 
in his last crowning feat of generalship, 
is said to have declared that he would 
sooner have written Gray's "Elegy." 
Goethe, not satisfied to be the greatest 
German poet, was ambitious to become 
a servant as welL Suchs facts appear at 
first sight to contradict our theory, that 
superlative performance of any kind 
implies a corresponding concentration 
of impulse. Yet the contradiction ia 
only apparent. We may be sure that 
Wolfe—who, by the by, became a 
soldier soon after he was 13—was. on 
the whole, more passionately desirous 
of military than of poetic ^stinction, 
just as we know that in Goethe the 
poetic impulse was the most potent and 
permanent. 
Such 
occasional roving 
ambitions may mean nothing 
more 
than that the great man, like the small 
one, is apt to overestimate what lies 
beyond his reach, or perhaps that he, 
more than common men, is aware of 
the limitations that hem him in, and is 
now and again disposed to rebel against 
them.—Gentleman*s Maaazine.

Henry Rudisill was the prime mover in 
the matter, he having been the first Ger- 
man and Lutheran to arrive in what WM 
then a Tillage of about 1*>0 population, 
composed principally of French and 
Indians. 


The first pastor of the chnrch was Rev. 


Hoover, who came here from Virginia. 
As first organised the congregation 
contained about twentv-threc families 
and sixty-five members. 
Rev. Hoover 


died in 1R39, at the age of twenev-eight. 
He was succeeded by Uev. F. 0. Wyn- 
eken, father of the present deputy 
trnstee of Wayne township. Ferdinand 
Wyneken. He was pastor for a number 
of years, but resigned to accept a charge 
at Baltimore, Md., when tne R»v. Dr. 
Hihler was chooen In July, 184.1, who 
was the leader of the congregation for 
nearly forty years, and saw the ehnrch 
grow from infancy to its present large 
proportions. It remained as one congre- 
gation until 156R, when Emannel's 
church, on West Jefferson, was erected. 
Fourteen years later the churches were 
again too small and the Zion ehnrch. on 
Crelghton avenue, was erected and 
dedicated.
